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Count shows stability for Romulus schools

Romulus schools breezed past state head 
count day without many gains, but no losses. 

This year, 4,341 children were enrolled in 
classes at the district, which is up 38 students 
from 2005. The increases will net the district 
an additional $277,000 in per pupil funding, 
said Dick Kruse, a spokesman for the district 
“We’re pleased with the way things turned 
out, even though it’s essentially flat” he said. 
“We estimate that about $150,000 was spent on 
advertising by other area schools and charter 
schools to get our students. We did pretty well 
considering those circumstances.” 

On Sept. 27, all Michigan schools were 
required by the state board of education to 
count each student enrolled in the district 
That number - and the figure retained on 
another count day in October - will determine 
the level of funding the school gets from the 
state. Per-pupil funding averages at about 
$7,300 for Romulus schools. 

Enrollment levels have been up and down 
in Romulus - about 750 students have been 
lost during the past five years, according to dis¬ 
trict estimates. The district incurred those 
losses after charter schools began opening in 


the area, and other area schools started 
accepting out-of-district students under the 
Michigan Schools of Choice program, said 
Kruse 

One big boost came when choice was intro¬ 
duced at the district 

This year, 50 student openings were created 
by Merriman and Halecreek elementary 
schools - two facilities with slightly lower 
enrollment Of the 50 slots, 34 were filled most¬ 
ly by students who live in Romulus, but attend 
Woodhaven Schools because of district bound¬ 
aries. 

“Introducing that program really helped us 
out” Kruse said. “Especially when you factor 
in that we had 57 kids move out of state over 
the summer.” 

Traditionally, schools of choice has been an 
issue for Romulus school officials, who ques¬ 
tioned the fairness of recruiting students 
whose parents live outside the district and 
don’t pay taxes. Former Superintendent Joel 
Carr, who retired in August was vehemently 
opposed to allowing outside enrollees in any 
facility other than the alternative high school. 
New Superintendent Carl Weiss said a limited 
program was necessary. 

Weiss was out of town attending a confer¬ 
ence and was unavailable for comment about

Woman 
found dead 


in car

The body of a 41-year-old 
woman found in a field near 
Ecorse and Henry Ruff roads is 
not believed to be the result of 
homicide, according to 
Romulus Police detectives. 

Susan Lynn Schuigur, 40, 
was discovered face down 
inside a passenger car after a 
worker in the area discovered 
her body, said Det. Sgt. Jeff 
Lazarski of the Romulus 
police. 

“She was lying face down in 
the back seat of the vehicle,” he 
said. “It appears at this time 
that she drove (to the site).” 

A worker in the area, who 
reported that he saw a body 
slumped down in a vehicle in 
the field, called police at 9:45 
am. on Sept 27 said Lazarski. 

Evidence technicians who 
investigated the scene did not 
notice any visible signs that 
Schigur had been the victim of 
violence. However, evidence at 
the scene that indicated the 
woman’s death could have 
been drug-related, police said.

‘misleading’

A recent report by the 
Southeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMCOG) illus¬ 
trates Van Buren Township on 
the low end of development for 
2005, but the study may be mis¬ 
leading. 

According to Janet Mocadlo, 
planning analyst for the SEM¬ 
COG data center, the non-resi- 
dential development study is not 
a fair assumption because the 
report is based on voluntary sub¬ 
missions. 

“At the time, we only had the 
figures for a 11,160 square-foot 
retail/commercial Rite Aid cen¬ 
ter,” she said. “We didn’t get a 
complete list from the communi¬ 
ty so many projects were miss¬ 
ing.” 

Bryce Kelley, director of plan¬ 
ning and economic development 
for the township, said other con¬ 
struction projects and plans 
were a retail development on 
Belleville and Tyler roads, fire 
station one, a warehouse project 
on Ecorse Road, an industrial 
project on Tyler and Haggerty 
reads, a church on Ecorse Road 
and an industrial addition on 
Belleville Road 

“The strength is the inquiries 
we’re seeing,” he said. “We’ve 
had more non-residential inter¬ 
est than I’ve ever since Fve been 
here. Housing has slowed down, 
but the interest has grown in 
non-residentiaL” 

The yearly study, which mea¬ 
sures the square feet for build¬ 
ings under construction in the 
seven-county region that makes 
up southeast Michigan in 2005, 
shows overall the region is doing 
very well, Mocadlo said 

“We’re down a couple million 
from last year, but we have pro¬ 
jects like new casinos going on. 
The region is staying fairly 
steady for 2005,” she said. “We 
also had a lot of school and retail 
projects that helped to keep 
things moving along. 

“Western Wayne County is 
always a good place for develop¬ 
ment,” Mocadlo added. ‘This is 
especially true of communities 
like Canton Township or Van 
Buren Township. There are sev¬ 
eral growing communities out 
there, so we always see favorable 
numbers.” 

Non-residential development 
was down slightly from last year, 
however, from 17 million square 
feet tol5 million square feet 

“The slight drop that we’ve 
seen this year is more or less 
what we expected,” Mocadlo 
said. “It’s not really very much to 
worry about” 

She also anticipates develop¬ 
ment to be about the same in 
2006 for southeast Michigan. 

“FYom what I’ve seen so far, 
we have about 100 projects to be 
completed,” Mocadlo said. 

“We need to let the world 
know things are still going on in 
southeast Michigan,” said Kelley.

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Equal rights for all 

A familiar story popped up last week in Van Buren Township. 

Residents of one subdivision showed up in force at a board of 
trustees meeting to protest the construction of a new subdivision near 
their existing homes. 

It’s something that developing townships from Northville to 
Plymouth to Canton have a lot of experience with: walking the line 
between the rights of the residents and the rights of developers. 

It’s a tough line to walk, too. Residents want their property values 
protected and elected officials want to protect their residents—who 
vote them into office. At the same time, they can’t hinder develop¬ 
ment, as long as it follows the rules. The best they can do is try to con¬ 
trol it and ensure what is constructed is the best it can be 

That’s what happened with the Victoria Park subdivision. The 220 
units proposed in the condominium development are admittedly 
smaller than the housing stock already there, but we think that’s part 
of the appeal A community that allows for one size housing runs the 
risk of turning into a Northville Township, where big beige houses are 
the norm, not diversity. 

It should also be pointed out that the subdivision is proposed for a 
spot that is already zoned for high-density uses. If the developers had 
followed that strict zoning, they could put up something just as—if not 
more so—dense, with fewer amenities and a bland overall appear¬ 
ance. The Planned Residential Development (PRD) gives them—and 
township officials—more leeway. It allows them to cast aside a tradi¬ 
tionally platted subdivision to provide more open space and other 
positive features. It gives officials a bit more leverage to seek more 
from the developers, too. 

It’s never a happy occasion when the digging begins next door. We 
would all like to draw the line of development after we move into a 
community Unfortunately, that’s just not practical. Empty fields will 
eventually get developed, no matter what our real estate agents tell 
us. 

Township officials would be treading dangerous ground if they 
tried to hinder development They’re much better off trying to diversi¬ 
fy it to ensure a stable economic base and to ensure the development 
will meet the overall standards of the community. 

A much-needed question 


Officials in the City of Wayne will meet next week in a study session 
to look at the roads issue. 

You can probably guess what that means: a road millage request in 
the future. 

That’s hardly a leap in deduction worthy of Sherlock Holmes—mem¬ 
bers of the city council as well as many residents, have lamented the 
quality of the roads since the last millage expired more than 10 years 
ago. Road improvements have made the top of the city council goals list 
for the past few years, too, and efforts to improve them have been 
patchwork at best because of limited funding In short, more money 
used to pay for road improvements means less funding for other activi¬ 
ties. 

It’s a testament to how dire the need is that the city would consider 
asking for a millage next year, which is an election cycle for the Wayne 
City Council It’s unlikely that the issue will be on the ballot at the same 
time as the city council seats, though—if it appears at all, it will proba¬ 
bly be during the spring at one of the two other dates set aside for elec¬ 
tions, either in February or May. 

It’s obviously too early to tell whether we would endorse a millage 
request There are too many unknowns. That, however, is exactly why 
we think the issue should indeed be on a ballot sooner rather than later

Hey guys, they’re counting on you 


Just like every other school district, the 
statewide student count day was critical for Van 
Buren Public Schools. Fortunately for them, 
things are looking up in student numbers and in 
funding 

Last week, school officials counted more than 
6,411 students, which is an increase of about 141 
students from last year. 

Even though the numbers are still preliminary, 
school officials said the increase is because of 
new families and developments in the area, par¬ 
ticularly in the Savage Elementary School vicini¬ 
ty. It does differ for every elementary within the 
district, too. 

Rinding—which hangs on count day to deter¬ 
mine how much state money the district will 
receive—should be about $7,603 in foundation 
allowance per student this year However, when 
compared to other surrounding school districts, 
Van Buren Public Schools are on the low end of 
the scale. 

The Wayne-Westland school district received 
about $7,571 in the 2005-2006 school year, while 
Ypsilanti got $7,599, Northville had $8,225, 



Romulus $8,825 and Ann 
Arbor $9,409. The Plymouth- 
Canton Community schools 
received $7,200 per student 

Schools also have to compete with area private 
and charter schools for students, but officials said 
this year they didn’t seem to have an effect on 
them. The first year a nearby charter school 
opened, the district did see a dip in attendance, 
but last year the charter schools got all the stu¬ 
dents from Van Buren schools they were going to 
get, according to officials 

Sadly, school districts have also become tied to 
marketing by luring parents and students into 
their district with incentives like pizza parties, 
music players, ice cream socials or even a lunch 
date with a rap star 

Whatever happened to enticing them with 
high-test scores and well-trained professionals 
who teach the young minds? 

Van Buren officials said those (advertising) tac¬ 
tics only have limited appeal with a 10-day win-

College begins $14 million addition

They’re here to stay. And they are dedi¬ 
cated to providing a quality educational 
opportunity to the community. 

That’s the message officials at Wayne 
County Community College District hope 
to convey at the groundbreaking for a new 
$12-$14 million addition at the western 
campus in Belleville tomorrow. 

The new 43,143 square-foot 
Educational Multipurpose Center will fea¬ 
ture a 100-seat lecture hall, seminar 
rooms, computer commons and more. The 
addition will be constructed immediately 
west of the campus to provide the district 
and area employers with a flexible, high- 
tech academic environment for employee 
training and student learning, according 
to the college officials. 

“The flexibility of the labs we’re putting 
in to meet the needs of businesses for 
training, along with the capability to bring 
those businesses in for the short term as 
well as others businesses allows us that 
flexibility,” said Patrick McNally, interim 
campus president of educational affairs. 
“This helps us establish dedication to the 
community and let them know we are 
here to stay.” 

Students can take advantage of the lec¬ 
ture hall equipped with interactive con¬ 
ferencing capabilities and the six seminar 
rooms featuring teleconferencing capabil¬ 
ities with complete multi-media 
resources. The facility will also feature a 
computer commons lab complex, three 
flexible technology labs, dining space and 
a gallery area 

Built at the fastest growing campus of 
the district, the educational multipurpose 
center is scheduled to open in December, 
2008. 

“About four years ago we looked at the 
different community and area needs and 
saw that high-tech business related things 


were necessary. That’s what started the 
ball rolling” said McNally. 

“The western campus is now the fastest 
growing campus out of the five and we 
think it is in part of the economy and the 
growth in the Van Buren Township and 
southern Canton areas. Plus, the work that 
we’ve done here in the last few years with 
new purchases, such as equipment and 
others, along with word of mouth has 
helped us to grow.” 

Chancellor Dr. Curtis Ivery said the 
western campus has been an extraordi¬ 
nary learning environment for the stu¬ 
dents. 

The new facility will also expand pro¬ 
grams such as the Health Science, 
Criminal Justice, Corrections, Law 
Enforcement and a new Emergency 
Response and Safety associate degree% 
program. Those offerings will support the 
staffing needs of the airport authority and 
businesses and governmental agencies 
within western Wayne County, too, officials 
said. 

“In the last three years we’ve increased 
enrollment significantly,” said McNally. 
“This semester we broke the 3,000 student 
marie. This new center with new computer 
labs and information systems, large group 
lectures and the multipurpose room will 
certainly help.”

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It might not be his intention but Jon 
Heder is bringing the lovable slacker char¬ 
acter back to the movies. 

It may be one moon-boot step and one 
heavy-breathed line at a time but he’s doing 
it 

We all know Heder as the gapped-mouth, 
' r Liger”-loving Napoleon Dynamite from his 
debut character-named independent 2004 
cult hit Since then he’s drifted through Just 
Like Heaven (2005) and The Benchwarmers 
(2006) and voiced Reginald “Skull” 
Skullinski in this year’s Monster House. 

Last week, Heder had his chance at his 
first leading role with a major studio (MGM) 
with the release of the mildly amusing 
School for Scoundrels. 

You’d think Scoundrels would be top- 
notch with the modem day king of slacker 
films, Todd Phillips, at the helm. Phillips 
brought moviegoers a rare comedic treat 
(rare, meaning it was actually funny) with 
the hilarious Old School 

However, there are two reasons 
Scoundrels isn’t great 

One, it’s a remake. And we all should 
know by now that remakes are rarely as 
good or as funny as the originaL Just look at 
The Pink Panther. Scoundrels is a loose 
adaptation of the 1960 British romp with a 
similar name. Phillips, also a writer on 
Scoundrels, along with Scot Armstrong and 
Steven Potter cite the book “Gamesman¬ 
ship: The Art of Winning Games without 
Actually Cheating” as source material for 
the project 

Secondly, the script pits Heder’s low-key 
likable loser comedic style against Billy Bob 
Thornton’s more aggressive nature that we 
saw in Bad Santa and The Bad News Bears 
(also a remake and not as funny as the origi¬ 
nal). It sounds good on paper, but the com¬ 
pletely different styles butt heads for audi¬ 
ences’ attention rather than complement 
each other for the audiences’ sake. Isn’t it 
the audience that’s important? 


Heder trades in his moon 
boots for standard issue New 
Balance sneakers and his love 
for the liger, a half lion and half 
tiger beast—Napoleon’s favorite 
made-up animal—to find the ‘lion 
within’ in order to find love in 
Scoundrels. 

The first part of the film is actu¬ 
ally depressing as we see Heder’s 
character, Roger’s, life fall apart Roger 
is a beleaguered New York meter maid 
plagued with panic attacks and low self¬ 
esteem. He gets stripped of more than 
just his pride by two thugs, harassed by 
coworkers and is dumped by his little 
brother in the Big Brother program he 
volunteers ia Roger, at the end of his 
rope, gets a number from a friend for 
a top-secret confidence-building class 
taught by conniving Dr P (Thornton) 
and his merciless assistant, Lesher 
(Michael Clark Duncan). 

Dr P uses unorthodox, sometimes 
dangerous and oft participant-humil¬ 
iating methods designed more for his 
own pleasure than his students’ ben¬ 
efit Yet he promises results as he 
teaches them how to unleash their 
inner lion. 

Roger sputters and faints his way to 
the head of the class and even gains 
enough confidence to ask out Amanda 
(Jacinda Barrett), the beautiful girl in the 
apartment at the end of the hall. 
However, Roger’s quick success in the 
classroom shifts Dr. P’s competitive side 
into high gear as he vies for Amanda’s 
attention in the field. 

The film quickly turns into a funny yet 
ruthless game of cat and mouse—or lion 
and loser—as the two compete for 
Amanda’s love. 

The supporting cast is actually pretty 
good. Even Horatio Sanz, who plays 
Diego—another student in the class— 
manages to keep a straight face and 
deliver his lines unlike his perfor¬ 
mances on Saturday Night Live. Barrett 
also offers a decent performance, 
escaping MTV’s Real World stigma for 
an authentic acting career (she also 
starred opposite Zach Braph in last 
month’s Last Kiss). 

Scoundrels has similar tones to Jack 
Nicholson and Adam Sandler’s Anger 
Management but with less favorable 
results. Lines like Roger’s “Amanda, I 
totally love you,” don’t help the film’s 
case. Not even Ben Stiller’s bit part as a 
former Dr P student bent on revenge can 
help lift Scoundrels above mediocre lev¬ 
els. 

Although there’s no crazy dance 
routine to help a classmate get elect¬ 
ed class president, Heder still gets 
my vote. I haven’t loss faith but I do 
have to recommend audiences 
wait for something better from 
him.
